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EXPLANATORY NOTES 


Page 4, line 26. It isa pious opinion that our 
Saviour was crucified on an anniverfary of 
Lady-day. See St, Auftin, Quae/t. xc, in Exod. 
P. 5, 4.40. In Greek, T fignifies 300, 

anes d. 60. That is to fay, ‘The fign of fal- 
vation.’ [Wifdom xvj, 6]. Lines 62 & 63 feem 
to refer primarily to Dagon’s down-fall before 
the Ark, of wood. (1 Samuel, v, 3). In line 
70, T was originally the ultimate letter of the 
Greek Alphabet, remaining fo in the Hebrew. 
P. 9, 4. 46. Primarily, perhaps, in allufion to 
1 Samuel v, xj. But in the middle of the fe- 
cond century St. Juftin Martyr accufes the 
Jews of having ftruck out the words from the 
tree; thefe being clearly prophetick of Jefus 
Chrift, and him Crucified. Tertullian, St. 
Cyprian, Laétantius, St. Auftin of Hippo, Ve- 
nantius Fortunatus, and many others, retain- 
ed that which they deemed the older & true 
reading of Ps. xcvj, 10: namely this, Domi- 
nus regnavit a ligno, 
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
